WAHPETON, N. D., Sept. 30.— 
Four men robbed the Citizens’ Na- 
tional Bank of $5800 today, slugged 
the cashier and took-two women, 
an employe and a customer, 25 
miles into the country before leav- 
ing them at an abandoned farm. 
The women were wounded. 

The women, Miss Ruth Whipps, 
bookkeeper and Miss Doris Stock, 
customer, were suffering from gun- 
shot wounds and brought to a local 
hospital. Officers Said they ap- 
parently were caught in gunfire 
exchanged between the robbers and 
pursuers, who took up the trail im- 
mediately. 

The robbers,® who were armed 
with submachine guns, were re- 
ported south of Breckenridge, 
Minn., across the Red River from 
here. 

The women were taken along as 
shields by the raiders in the hope 
this would prevent fire by pursuers. 

At the hospital physicians 
found shot in the arms, left shoul- 
der, chest and face of Miss Whipps, 
while Miss Stock, who is assistant 
superintendent of Richland County 
schools, was struck in the left leg, 
which apparently bad been frac- 
tured. Both women will recover. 

County officers said buckshot 
had been fired from second-story 
windows of,puildings near the bank 
by citizens who did not know the 
women had been forced into the 
car. The women said the holdup 
men had not been wounded. 

The women were forced to stand 
on the running boards until the 
robbers had .escaped. Then, with 
Miss Stock’s leg badly hurt, they 
pulled her into the machine. Miss 
Whipps had to stand on one run- 
ning board for about 20 miles, then 
she, too, was dragged into the car.

The second week's report of the 
Literary Digest'’s presidential poll, 
with its total of 222,014 votes from 
11 states “still Small and fragmen- 


tary,” gives Gov. Roosevelt a slight 
lead. President Hoover carried 10 
of the 11 states in 1928. As in the 
first returns, published last week, 
the shift to Roosevelt of those who 
voted the Republican ticket in 
1928, is more ‘nan six times the 
shift to Hoover of those who voted 
the Democratic ticket in 1928. 

Roosevelt has 102,185, or 46 per 
cent, and’ Hoover has 100,323, or 
45 per cent, of the vote from the 
11 states. The remaining 9 per 
cent goes to the minor parties, 
with Norman Thomas, Socialist, 
getting more than nine-tenths of it. 

Of the 11 states listed, Roose- 
velt leads in California, Illinois, 
Indiana, Ohio, Fennsylvania and 
West Virginia, which have a total 
of 135 electoral votes, Hoover 
leads,in Connecticut, Maine, Massa- 
chusetts, New Jersey and New 
York, which together have 93 
electoral votes. 

Massachusetts, shown in the poll 
as favoring Hoover, is the only 
state among the 11 which gave its 
electoral yote to Goy. Smith in 
1928. Smith’s majority in Massa- 
chusetts was 17,192. Maine shows 
a moderate lead for Hoover, while 
the Pennsylvania figures still lean 
rather positively toward Roosevelt. 

20,000,000 Ballots Sent Out. 

The ballots, of which 20,000,000 
have been sent out, are so printed 
as to show how the same voters 
voted in 1928. In each of the 11 
states, the number of those who 
voted the Republican ticket four 
years ago, and are now for Roose- 
velt, is much larger than the num- 
ber of those who voted the Demo-' 
cratic ticket four years ‘ago, and 
are now for Hoover. The total 
shift of former Republican voters 
to Roosevelt is 40,063, while the 
shift of former Democratic voters 
to Hoover is 6048. 

[In discussing this feature of the 
poll, the Digest cites the figures of 
Pennsylvania, where the shift, or 
drift, to Roosevelt is 14 times as 
great as the shift to Hoover. 

“An extraordinary thing about 
Roosevelt’s majority in Pennsyl- 
vania, as it stands,”’ the Digest says, 
‘is that it includes more former Re- 
publicans than former Democrats 
—10,211 of the former and 7703 
of the latter—but many of these 
‘Republicans’ may be Democrats 
who became Hoover voters four 
years ago.” 


Massachusetts Vote Analyzed. 

Analysis of the figures for Mas- 
sachusetts is also interesting. 
While, as has been stated, Smith 
carried Massachusetts in 1928, yet 
the Digest’s ballots have been re- 
turned by many more in that State

In an interview at Hotel Coro- 
nado, shortly after his arrival this 
morning, Secretary Ogden Mills 
said he was confident New York 
State would go for President Hoo- 
ver in the November election. Mills 
is a New York resident, a former 
member of Congress from that 
State, and was the Republican 
nominee for Governor in 1926. 

“You can put New York State 
prog as absolutely safe for Hoov, 

.” he said. He would not, how- 
a venture to predict the vote 
by which he expected the Repub- 
lican candidate to carry the State. 

“r am not that much of a 
prophet,” he said. 

The Secretary came from De- 
troit where he addressed a Repub- 
lican state convention yes- 
terday. He said he found 
Michigan Republicans well organ- 
ized and enthusiastic, and he saw 
no reason why that state should 
not remain in the’ Republican col- 
umn. 

Mills, a forceful speaker and one 
of the mainstays of the Republican 
national campaign, would make no 
prediction as to the possible line- 
up of states in the general elec- 
tion. 

“President Hoover will be plenty 
strong to be re-elected,” he said, 
“but I have never tried to predict 
just how various states will go. I 
think 1 know something about my 
own state and I feel certain it is 
safe.” 

He thought President Hoover 
was gaining in strength as the elec- 
tion approached. The President, he 
said, could not be expected to be 
as strong today as he was four 
years ago, because “No one in of- 
fice today, after three years of de- 
pression, is as strong as he was 
four years ago.” 

Asked what would be the effect 
‘ef the-defectiom-ofrSenator Norris 
of Nebraska, who although nomi- 
nally a Republican, has announced 
he will support Gov. Roosevelt, 
Mills replied: 

“Well, he defected in 1924 and 
in 1928 and I didn’t notice any ef- 
fect. I think it will be the same 
this year.” 

Democratic attempts to place the 
blame for the depression on the 
Republican administration are not 
even worth answering, he said, as} 
world-wide conditions were such 
that no one in this country could 
possibly control the situation. 
Comments on Roosevelt’s Charges. 

Taking notice of charges made 
by Gov. Roosevelt in recent 
speeches that the Republican Haw- 
ley-Smoot tariff act caused the 
farmers to lose their export mar- 
kets, he said: 

“In my opinion the tariff act had 
nothing to do with it. Our foreign 
trade has declined because the de- 
pression brought business stagna- 
tion throughout the world. It 
came from diminished purchasing 
power. As a matter of fact, our 
foreign trade has not.declined as 
much as our domestic trade and 
not as much as has the commerce 
of many other countries.”’ 

As Mills appears to have been se- 
lected 4S President Hoover's 
spokesman to deal with the cam- 
paign arguments of Gov. Roose- 
velt, it is of interest that he and 
Roosevelt were class mates at Har- 
vard University. Both were grad- 
uated with the degree of A. B. in 
1904. 

Mills said he probably would not 
discuss the prohibition issue in his 
speeches here. “But I don’t know 
what I will talk about when I get 
started.”’ 

He had breakfast at the Coro- 
nado Hotel with a group of Mis- 
souri and Sst. Louis Republican 
feaders. Among them were Dr. E. 
B. Clements, national committee- 
man; Arthur M. Curtis, chairman 
of the State Committee; Richard 
Gruner, chairman of the City Com- 
mittee; Dwight F. Davis, former 
Secretary of War and former Gov- 
ernor-General of the Philippines, 
and acting Mayor Neun. 

Mills told the local Republicans 
that the national! party organization 
was functioning smoothly and 
ready to conduct an intensive, ag- 
gressive campaign.

Roosevelt received an ovation, 
the crowd rising to its feet and 
shouting, when F. Ryan Duffy, sen- 
atorial candidate, declared “This 
crowd is gathered to honor ,to see 
and hear the next President of the 
United States.” Duffy remarked 
that 73 years ago today Abraham 
Lincoln spoke in Milwaukee. 
Before going into the manuscript 
of his address, Mr. Roosevelt told 
a fow anecdotes, the crowd laugh- 


ing. 
Governor Tells a Story. 

“As I traveled over your beauti- 
ful city I noticed that you have 
almost @ school house to each 
block, thus proving that this is a 
Roosevelt town and believes in 
large families,’ said the nominee. 
“If you should extend the suffrage 
down to five years J most certainly 
would be elected.” 
He then related a story well

of living, not only for our children, 
but for all those who follow.” 

Referring to the liberalism in 
Wisconsin, the Governor asserted 
“No state has provided so much in 
the way of demonstration of the 
practical utility of liberal princi- 
ples.” 

“Out here in Wisconsin you do 
not merely protest against the 
teachings of the present order,” he 
continued, “you set out to correct 
them. You put your ideals ie 
circulation. 

“You set up standards to which 
liberals in all states have found it 
profitable and inspiring to repair.” 

Taking up tong-time planning of 
changes in institutions, Gov. Roose- 
velt said; * 

“There always will be a selfish 
cry from a few—‘why should we 
do battle for benefits which will 
not accrue to us but merely to fu- 
ture generations?’ 

“If these people had their way 
we would have no changes except 
by violence, but in Milwaukee and 
in Wisconsin generally you have 
shown that sound changes can be 
made through education and a 
patient understanding of our re- 
public—the franchise of voting. 
Woman suffrage, for imstance, 
came about.through the devotion 
of a few to its cause, and the final 
approval of the principle by the 
great mass of voters. 

“Principles of liberal thought I 
hope to be of inestimable human 
importance. You have done much 
here in this State to give them hu- 
man application. I respect you for 
having believed in them, and 
worked toward them. They deserve 
universal application—universal re- 
spect.”

The Leagues Council at once 
began a long series of attempts to 
restore peace and halt the exten- 
sion of the Japanese zone of occu- 
pation. 

Chief among these efforts was 
the dispatch of a commission of in- 
quiry under Lord Lytton, a noted 
British administrater. Its other 
members were Gen. Frank R. Mc- 
Coy, United States; Gen. Henri 
Claudel, France; Dr. Heinrich 
Schnee, Germany, and Count Luigi 
Aldovrandi-Marescotti—all experts 
in international affairs. 

After six months in the Orient 
these investigators have handed in 
a report. Its contents are, official- 
ly, a closely-guarded secret, but 
Japanese leaders are convinced 
that the report will not make pala- 
table reading in Japan, especially 
for extremist nationalists. - 

Some of this conviction comes 
from Japan’s assessor who accom- 
panied the commission on its trav- 
els, Isaburo Yoshida, Ambaséador 
to Turkey; but most of it was 
gained in long conversations be- 
tween the commission and Japan- 
ese leaders in Tokio, chiefly Lieu- 
tenant-General Sadao Araki, Min- 
ister of War, and Count Yasuya 
Uchida, Minister of Foreign. Af- 
fairs. 

The Japanese say that the com- 
missioners indicated that the fun- 
damental theses on which rest the 
argument for Japan's right to oc- 
cupy, Manchuria, were not accept- 
able to. the envoys from the Occi- 
dent. 

These theses were, first,that Ja- 
pan took up arms in self-defense 
against Chinese attacks on Japan- 
ese rights and interests in Man- 
churia that could have been de- 
fended in no other way: and, sec- 
ond, that the establishment of the 
State of Manchnkuo was the result 
of spontaneous demands from the 
30,000,000 residents of Manchuria, 
29,000,000 of them Chinese.

Price applied big business meth- 
ods to farming, operating ‘his 
power implements day and night, 
maintaining his own machine shops 
and producing vegetables, meats 
and fruits to feed his many em- 
ployes. 

250 Men in One Harvest. 

Motorcycle messengers linked 
Price’s headquarters at Kress, Tex., 
with combine crews, truck trains 
and mechanics at all points of his 
operations. During the 1931 har- 
vest Price used 250 men, 35 com- 
bines, 25 tractors and 100 trucks. 

Price’s ambition was to expand 
his operations from the Texas Pan- 
handle to the Dakotas, so that his 
equipment and men might be em- 
ployed to capacity in the harvest 
from JuJne until August, working 
northward as crops ripened.

Proposals at Topeka. 

The proposals I made in Topeka 

were set forth in this spirit. I 
have stated principles in which 
nearly all farm interests can unite. 
They embrace the common purpose 
of practically all farm leaders to 
inaugurate a broad constructive 
policy and I am confident that 
sympathetic ‘eadership in Wash- 
ington can bring about substantial 
agreement in the actual details and 
wording of the legislation necessary 
to put the principles into practical 
effect. 
» IT have set up these preposals as a 
@efinite standard to which men 
and women of all parties will re- 
pair, to the end that the desperate 
plight of agriculture may be reme- 
died.

What Situntion Means, 


ing what this plight of agriculture 
means to you all. It means that 
product of your labor brings half 
of what it brought before the war. 
Tt means that no matter how hard 
you work and how long and how 
earefully you save; and how much 
efficiency: you apply to your busi- 
Ness, you face a steadily diminish- 
ing return. As a farm leader said 
to me, you have been caught like | 
@ man in a deep pit, helpless | in‘ 
the grip of forces beyond your con- 
trol. 

- “It has meant, my friends, that 
in spite of the maxims that we 
have learned when we’ were in 
school that we ought to work and 
save, and be prudent and temper- 
ate—in spit@ of all of the rest of 
the homely virtues, the return on 
these virtues has belied the hopes 
and the promises on which we 
were raised. 

That is one of the tragic conse- 
quences of this depression. The 
things we were taught have not 
come true. We were taught to save, 
and in many parts of this coun- 
try, the savings of prudent people 
have been dissipated by careless 
and conscienceless financial manip- 
Ulation. 

We were taught to work and we 
have been denied the opportunity 
tO work. We were taught to in- 
crease the products of our labor 
and we have found that while the 
products incréksed the return has 
decreased. We were taught to bring 
forth the fruits of the earth, and 
we have found that the fruits of 
the earth have found no market. 

The results of our Jabor have 
been lost in the smash of an eco-

_ Standards of Life Sought. 

It is a moral as well as an eco- 
fomic question which we face. 
Moral because we want to re-estab- 
lish the standards that in times past 
were Our goal. We want the op- 
portunity to live in comfort, rea- 
sonable comfort, so that we may 
build out of this comfort spiritual 
values. The consequences of pov- 
erty bring a loss of spiritual and 
moral values.

products of the soil. 
These two great purposes are the 
basis of my f policy. I have 
definitely connected both of them 
with the broadest aspects of a new | 
national economy, and I shall con- 
tinue during the ensuing weeks to 
argue that prosperity in its broad- 
est sense—covering every part of 
the nation, and covering industry 
and business as well as farming— 
springs first of all from the soil 
itself, and second, from our ability 
as a nation to restore our trade 
with the other nations of the world. 

Problem of the Taxes. 
First of all I want to discuss with 
you one of the angles of thre mount- 
ing expenses of agriculture in prac- 
tically every community and in; 
every state—the problem of the) 
taxes which we have to pay. 
Let us examine the proportion of 
our expenditures that goeg ie, $° 
various divisions of Gove érn t, 
Half of what is paid for the sup- 
port of Government in this country 
goes to local government—cities, 
townships, counties and othér small 
units. The. other “half goes to the 
state and nations 
This points, therefore, to thg ne- 
cessity for attention to iocal gov- 
ernment. As a broad proposition 
you and I know we are not using 
our present agencies of local gov- 
ernment with real economy and 
efficiency. That means we must 
require our public servants to give 
fuller measure of service for what 
they are paid. That means we must 
eliminate useless officeholders. That 
means every public official, and 
every employ of local govern- 
ments, must deternting ¢pat they 
owe it to the country te ce@-operate 
in the great purpose of saving the 
taxpayers ma@ney. 

Layer on Layer of Tax Units, 


But it means more than this, my 

friends. I am going to speak very 
frankly to you. : There are offices 
provided for in the Constitution 
and laws of some‘of the States that 
have an honorable history, but are 
no longer necessary for the con- 
duct of goverhment. We Have too 
many taxing districts. The tax- 
payers literally groan'.under layer 
upon layer of tax units. Relief can 
come only through resolute. cour- 
ageous cutting. 

It means still more than this. 
In many states we must, through 
the Legislature and even through 
constitutional changes, reorganize 
our local government for the pur- 
pose of eliminating unnecessary 
machinery and unnecessary posi- 
tions, and for the purpose of con- 
solidating functions and tconcen- 
trating responsibility . fewer 
hands. ! 

Some of you will ask why I, a 
candidate for President of the 
United States, am talking to you 
about changes in local govern- 
ment.

Farmer and the Tariff. 
Now I come to the other-half of 
the farmer’s problem, the increase 
of the purchasing power of the 
farm doliar. I have already gone 
at length into the emergency pro- 
posals relating to oyr major crops, 
and now I want to discuss in more 
detail the tariff and our economic 
relationship to “the rest of' the 
world. 
From the beginning of our Gov- 
ernment, one of the most difficult 
questions in economic life has been 
the ‘tariff. But it is a fact that it 
is now so interwoven with our 
whole economic structure, and that 
structure is such an intricate and 
delicate pattern of causes and ef- 
fects, that tariff, revision must be 
undertaken with scrupulous care, 
and only on the basis of estab- 
lished facts. 

Yet there is scarcely a major 
problem in our national life;-agri- 
culture, industry and labor, mer- 
chant marine, international debt 
and even: disarmament, that does 


iff. I must confine myself, how- 
ever, at this time to the subject 
as it is more or less directly relat- 
ed to agriculture, reserving for 
later date the consideration of the 
tariff in its more general aspects. 


In the course of his 1928 cam- 


paign the present Republican can-

The first effect of the Grundy 
tariff was to increase or sustain the 
cost of all that agriculture buys; 
but the harm to our whole farm 

population did not stop there; . 
er recent world conditions; 
the Grundy tariff, by gradually im- 
pairing the export markets for our 
farm surplus, has resulted in a 
tremendous decrease in the price 
of ali the farmer < sells. The re- 
sults of both of these forces has 


practically cut in half the pre-war) 


purchasing power of American ag- 
riculture. The things the farmer 
buys, a8 I pointed out in my’ To- 
peka speéch, now cost 9 per cent 
above the pre-war prices; the 
things that the farmer sella 43 per 
cent below pre-war prices. The 
fact is‘ that the farmer is hit both 
ways in consequencé of. the tariff, 
It increases thé price of what he 
buys, and by restricting his foreign 
market that controls the pHce, of 
his products, reducts his returas 
from what he sells, 

The destructive. effect of the 
Grundy tariff on rt markets 
has not been confined to agricul- 
ture. It has ryined. our export 
trade in industrial products as well. 
Industry with its foreign trade cut 
off, naturally began, to look to the 
home -market—a ‘“market,'supplied 
for the greater part 'by . f 
ilies, But for reasons I Be 68 
explained, when industry f ae its 
eye to the American market, it 
found that the Grundy’ tariff had 
reduced the buying power of the 
farmer. 

: Retaliatory Measures. 

Deprived of any American mar- 
ket, the other industrial nations in 
order to support their own indus- 
tries, and takecare of their. own 
employment,porblem, had to find 
new outlets. in this quest they 
took to trade agreements with oth- 
other countries.than ourselves and 
also to the preservation of their 
own domestic, markets against im- 
portations by trade restrictions of 
all kinds. . An almiést: frantic move- 
ment toward self contained nation- 
alism began. The direct result was 
a series of retaliatory and defensive 
measures in the shape of tariffs, 
embargoes, import quotas arid in- 
ternational arrangements. Almost 
immediately international com- 
merce began to languish and espe- 
cially the export markets for our 
industrial and agricultural  sur- 
pluses began to. disappear. The 
Grundy bill was ‘passed in June, 
1930. In that month ovr exports 
were $294,000, 000: ‘and our imports 
$250,000,900. In an almost cninter- 
rupted decline this foreign trade 
has dropped away, so that, two

They just couldn’t buy our foods 
with their money. These goods 
were thrown back upon our mar- 
kets and prices Tell still more. \ 

Summing up, the Grundy tariff 
ha& largely extinguished the export 
markets of our industrial and our 
farm surplus; it has prevented the 
payment of public and private debts 
to us and the interest thereon; in- 

creasing taxation to meet the ex- 
pense of our Government, and fin- 
ally it has driven our factories 
abroad. 

The process still continues. In- 
deed, it may be only in its incep- 
tion. The Grundy tariff stillre- 
tains its grip on the throat of in- 
ternational commerce. 

There is no relief. in sight, and 
certainly there..can be no relief 
if ‘the authors of this disaster con- 
tinue in power. Like the Bour- 
bons, they have learned. nothing 
and they have forgotten nothing.

Veal is one of the most economi- 
cal meats and very good when 
properly cooked no matter what 
cut is selected. Since veal is the 
flesh of the young beef animal it 


| contains very little fat covering or 
marbling. In cooking, it is a good 


} | ‘hing: therefore, to add fat in the 
form of salt’ pork, bacon or ham 
strips or drippings, or butter. 

The following recipes offer sug- 
gestions for the preparation™ of 
veal cuts which may give variety at 
small expense to your meat sched- 


ule; 
. Weal Stew. 

Two pounds veal breast, two 
cups diced carrots, one cup canned 
tomatoes, celery, salt, two table- 
spoons chopped onions, one cup 
diced potatoes, three tablespoons 
butter or bacon drippings, salt and 
pepper. 

Cut veal in cubes, and brown in 
butter or drippings. Add one cup 
water and tomatoes. Simmer until 
meat is almost tender, then add 
vegetables and simmer until vege- 


tables are cooked, 


Veal and Ham ) 
Cut one pound veal from the 
shoulder or rump into oval shapes. 
Cut an equal amount of ham into 
similar rounds. Place two. table- 
spoons butter in a frying pan, add 
veal and ham rounds and brown 
on both sides. When nicely 
browned add Italian Sauce and 
simmer the whole together until 
meat is tender. Place a veal and 
a ham scallop on toast and pour 
sauce over. 

Italian Sauce. 

One-half cup minced onion, three 
tablespoons butter, three _ table- 
spoons flour, one and one-half cups 
stock, one tablespoon minced pars- 
ley, one cup mushrooms, fresh or 
canned. 

ook the onion and butter until 
slightly browned. Stir in the flour, 
then add the stock, parsley and 
mushrooms, Cook until thickened 


and serve. 
Veal Pot Pie. 

Three pounds veal, two medium- 
sized onions, salt and pepper, five 
medium sized potatoes, two strips 
salt pork. 

Veal breast, shoulder or knuckle 
may be used. Cut meat into two- 
inch cubes, and place in a kettle 
with the onion, salt and pepper. 
Add just enough water to cover. 
Simmer until meat is tender... Half 
an hour before serving, add the po- 
tatoes, cut in halves and cook with 
the meat, 


HOUSEKEEPING IS A BUSINESS 


Looking at life and work in a 
large and sweeping way, certainly 
has many advantages, but the peo- 
ple who are most successful in any 
line of endeavor are those who 
have realized the importance of 
little things that do so much to- 
wards “oiling thre works” and make 
for harmony.

Fresh calf’s tongue makes a fine 
luncheon. or dinner dish at little 
cost. These small tongues are 
cheap and two will make enough 
for six people. Wash them, cover 
with boiling water, add a small 
onion in which you have stuck two 
whole cloves, a small carrgt cut in 
slices, a sprig of parsley, one.tea- 
spoon vinegar or lemon juice and 
two teaspoons salt. Boil gently in 
a covered pan for an hour or until 
perfectly tender when a fork is 
stuck in them. 

Remove from the water, cool 
slightly and trim off the root end 
and fat; peel off the skin. Split the 
tongues lengthwise in half, place in 
a baking dish and cover with a 
tomato sauce or brown sauce made 
from part of the water in which 
the tongues were cooked. Bake 15 
minutes in a mpderate oven and 
serve hot.

Drain- one quart oysters, saving 
the juice. Go over the oysters to 
remove any bits of shell.

Then stir in one- 
quarter cup flour and when well 
mixed add the oyster juice, one cup 
milk, one-half cup thin cream. Stir 
until thickened and boiling. Add 
the oysters and pour at once info 
a deep baking dish. Cover with a 
thin “biscuit crust, cut three slits 


for 25 minutes or until browned. 
Serve at once. Equal parts oys- 
ters, scallops and crabmeat or lob- 
ster may be used to make a ‘‘sea- 
food” pier 

Pear-Lime Cocktail. 

Peel three large, fully ripened 
pears and put at ohce into a bow! 
with the juice of two fresh limes 
and two tablespoons powdered su- 
gar. Add the juice of half an or- 
ange. Sprinkle with one-half tea- 
spoon powdered ginger and. one- 
fourth cup finely choppel fresh 
mint. Chill thoroughly and serve 
in cocktail glasses. . Serves six, 

Braised Short-Ribs of Beef. 

This is a fine recipe for cooking 
an inexpensive cut of beef. For 
six portions buy four pounds short- 
ribs and have them cut apart be- 
tween the bones. Mix one-half cup 
salad oil with one teaspoon. sait, 
one-fourth teaspoon pepper and 
feur tablespoons vinegar. Spread 
the short-ribs on a Jarge platter 
and pour the sauce over them. Let 
stand for 30 minutes. Drain, sprin- 
kle with flour and brown quickly 
in a saucepan in a little hot fat. 
Put all the browned meat together 
in the saucepan, add one coup sliced 
onions, one-half cup diced carrots, 
one cup sliced celery and one-half 
cup diced turnips. Pour in one 
and one-half cups water, cover the 
pan and sinimer or bake in a slow 
oven for three hours. Pour off the 
gravy that forms, thicken it with 
two tablespoons flour, arrange the 
meat and vegetables on a hot plat- 
ter, pour the gravy over and serve 


or mashed potatoes. 
Salmon Loaf. 

Drain a pound can of pink sal- 
mon and flake fish, remeving any 
bones. Scal two cups fine dry 
breadcrumbs with one and one-half 
cups boiling milk or water, add the 
flaked salmon, one tablespoon 
minced onion, one-fourth cup 
minced parsley, the juice of half a 
lemon, one-half teaspoon grated 
lemon rind, two well beaten eggs, 
one teaspoon salt and pepper to 
season. Mix thoroughly but light- 
ly, pack into a greased bread pan 
and bake in a moderate oven for 
40 minutes. Unmold onto a hot 
platter and serve with parsley 
sauce. For this melt four table- 
spoons butter, add four tablespoons 
flaur and then stir in two cups 
milk. Continue stirring -until 
thickened and smooth. Season to 
taste with salt and pepper and stir 
in One-third cup minced parsley. 
Tomato juice may be substituted 
for milk to make a tomato sauce. 
Use the parsley just the same. 

Jellied Plums. 

Ripe plums stewed until tender 
and mixed with a package of lem- 
On or orange flavored gelatine may 
be made on Saturday and provide 
an attractive dessert. Serve with 
whipped cream or marshmallow 
whip or banana cream. The plums 
Should be sweetened a little and

_and Eating Are 
Coming In, 


There is a lot of good, sound ad- 
vice to be found in the old adage 
‘of “an apple a day keeps the doc- 
tor away.” We know now that 
fruit has a definite and necessary 
place in the daily diet, and during 
the mont¥s when apples are pienti- 
ful, other fruits that were s0 
aboundant In the summer months 
are not. In olden days apples were 
about the only fresh fruit that 
could be kept over the winter; now- 
adays, of course, we have the citrus 
fruits, bananas, cranberries and all 
of the wide variety of canned 
fruits at small cost. Still, apples 
hold their popularity, and few 
fruits offer so many possibilities 
for lending variety to the menu. It 
makes no difference what meal you 
are preparing, apples can be fitted 
in it some way. This year there 
will be a large crop for home con- 
sumption and many of them will 
find their way to the breakfast, 
lunch or dinner tables. 

' In September and October among 
the varieties that are at their best 
are Winesaps, Jonathans and Deli- 
cious. Not all varieties of apples 
are suited alike to cooking and 
eating raw, but there is a "variety 
for each purpose—or many of 
them, in fact. The three named 
above ‘happen to be suited to both 
table use and cooking. The follow- 
ing recipes show a few of the 
many possibilities of this valuable 
fruit and are offered as suggestions 
that will stimulate your own imagi- 
nation. 

Diced Apples. 

First of all, have you tried dicing 
firm, tart apples without peeling 
them—Jonathans or Winesaps are 
attractive this way because of their 
red skins—piling them in, serving 
dishes, sprinkling with powdered 
sugar and cinnamon and serving 
with thin cream for breakfast or 
supper? If not, don’t waste any 
more time—try it tomorrow. 
‘Then cut large apples in half, 
remove the cores and place cut 
side down on rounds of buttered 
bread the same size as the apples, 
or just a little larger. Sprinkle 
with brown sugar or maple sugar 
add a little cinnamon or nutmeg 
and make jin a moderate oven for 
40 minutes, basting after 30 min- 
utes \with one tablespoon lemon 
juice mixed with one- half cup sug- 
ar and one-fourth cup water for 
each six rounds of bread. When 
the apples are tender, remove the 
bread and serve warm with cream 
or a custard sauce for dessert, or 
with fried sausage or thin slices 
of broiled ham for luncheon or 
dinner. 

Apple Cocktail. 
Makes a splendid beginning for « 


‘roast pork or baked ham dinner. 


Cut apple balls from firm apples 
using a vegetable ball cutter. Drop 
the balls into cold water to which 
a tablespoon vinegar has been 
added to keep ‘them from discpbl- 
oring. Chill grape juice and mix 
with canned grapefruit or with the 
fresh fruit, and the juice of an 
orange to each cup of grape juice. 
Fill sherbet glasses half full of 
this mixture, fill with the apple 
balis and garnish with a sprig of 
mint, if possible. Serve at once. 
Apple Charlotte. 

A deceptively simple dessert. 
Make a thick apple sauce and 
sweeten to taste. Spread a thick 
layer over slices of sponge cake 
that have been spread with currant 
or raspberry jelly. Cover the ap- 
ple sauce with cold, boiled custard 
and let stand at least 30 minutes. 
Sprinkle with chopped nuts and 
dot with small bits of a jelly before 
serving. Serve very cold. 

Apple Whip. 

Another of these simple des- 
serts. Beat two beaten egg yolks 
into two cups thick, hot, sweetene? 
apple sauce and add one-half tea. 
spoon grated lemon or orange peel. 
Beat two egg whites stiff, fold them 
into the mixture and pile in sher- 
bet cups. Chill and serve. 

Baked Apples. 

To keep apple whole while bak- 
ing and to have them transparent 
and jelly-like, use the right kind 
of apples and bake them slowly 
Select delicious or jonathan apples, 
core and peel an inch strip from 
the top of each. Place in a baking 
dish, fill the cores with Sugar and 
cover the bottom of the pan with 
cold water. Bake in a slow oven 
for 45 or 60 minutes, basting two 
or three times with the juice in 
the pan. 


Filled Rolls. 

Make a round opening In the top 
of French rolls, and with finger 
scoop out all the crumbs, leaving} 
rolis in shape with a very small 
opening on top. Save the little 
piece of crust from the top of the 
opening. Mix together four olivy es, 
one gherkin, one tablespoon capers, 
one large green pepper chopped 
fine. Chop fine one-fourth pound 
each of tongue and chicken. Mix 
together and moisten with mayon- 
naise dressing. Fill the rolls, re- 
place the top. 


Baked Custards. 

t To bake custard pour into in- 
dividual baking cups. Set cups in 
@& pan of hot water and bake in a 
slow oven, until firm—about..50 
minutes.” The water around ‘the 
custards should never boil, or the 
custards will-separate and whey.

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Now come the days when a few 
cans of pineapple may be on the 
weekly shopping list. They save 
anxiety when mpany. comes in 
at the last. minute or when fresh 
fruits are lacking. : 

Pineapple may not only be used 
for desserts, but asa breakfast sub- 
stitute now and then for oranges 
or grapefruit, and as one of the in- 


pgredients of delicious sileds. 

Crushed pineapple is particularly 
good in chilled desserts like the fol- 
lowing, but remember only canned 
pineapple must be used when gela- 
tine is included in recipes as there 
is something in the fresh pineap- 
ple juice that dissolves the gela- 
tine and prevents its setting. 

Pineapple Bavarian Cream. 

Drain crushed canned pineapple 
and to one-half cup juice add two 
tablespoans plain unflavored gela- 
tine. Let soak for 10 minutes. Beat 
the yolks of three eggs until light 
colored, stir in one-third cup sugar 
and then add gradually one an 
one-half. cups scalded milk. Re- 
turn to a saucepan and stir con- 
stantly over a slow fire until as 
thick as cream. Remove at once 
from the fire, pour into a coli 
bowl and add the soaked gelatine. 

Stir to mix thoroughly and let 
cool until beginning to thicken. 
Add one cup drained pineapple and 
oen cup heavy cream whipped unti! 
stiff. Pour ‘into individual molds 
and set aside in a cold place to 
chill and harden. Turn out on 
slices of canned pineapple and 
garnish with a maraschino cherry. 

Pineapple Ice Cream. 

Scald three cups milk. Beat two 
eggs until light and mix with one 
and one-fourth cups sugar and one 
tablespoon cornstagch. Add the 
scalded milk gradually, then stir 
constantly over a slow fire until 
slightly thickened. Remove from 
the fire, stir in two cups canned 
crushed pineapple, one tablespoon 
lemon juice, and cool. When coli 
add one cup undiluted evaporated 
milk and freeze. Makes about one 
and one-half quarts ice cream. 
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Pickles. 

Pickles such as sour or sweet 
gherkins should be drained, but 
should be taken out of the liquid 
in which they are prepared just 


before serving, as this liquid keeps 


them fresh and crisp.

A. crevasse 16 miles long and of 
great depth has been opened in 
the 1 area. From the sea the 
great fissure can be seen climbing 
the side of one mountain and the 
inhabitants of .the. district were 
terror-stricken lest the mountain 
slide and engulf them. 

Burial of the dead was made 
difficult by the fact that the 
shocks continued and the buried 
corpses often reappearad from the 
earth, giving rise to fears of an 
outbreak of disease. British sail- 
ors continued distributing food and 
medicines to the stricken people. 

Inhabitants of Salonika who 
were thrown into a panic by yester- 
day’s shocks ‘poured in here by 
rail, steamer and by air.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—The 
Chinese boycott against Japanese 
merchandise is considered illegal 
by Japan, according to a “White 
Book” of the Japanese Government 
received here. 

The. document maintains that 
boycotts by Chinese, as recently 
conducted, were more than-buyers’ 
strikes. Instead, it contends, they 
were efforts to cut off all economic 
relations, a move distinctly in vio- 
lation of commercial treaties. 

Since the Nationalist Govern- 
ment was established at Nanking in 
1927 anti-foreign boycotts are de- 
clared to have shown a new char- 
acter. They are represented as 
being better organized and more 
thorough than in previous years. 


This the Japanese White Book at- 
tributes to the supervision of the 
Kuomintang, or “mother party of 
the Nationalist Government.” 

Evil of Boycott. 

The Japanese Government state- 
ment says: 

“The Chinese boycott is not only 
destructive to international moral- 
ity and to international peace and 
concord, but an illegal act that 
ignores the existence of interna- 
tional law, the covenant of the 
League of Nations, and the anti- 
war pact, and violates both in let- 
ter and spirit the treaties of com- 
merce and navigation and other en- 


gagements between China and for- | 


eign Powers.”’ 

The White Book says the Chinese 
boycott is unique in that it is “‘em- 
ployed as an instrument of nation- 
al policy in accordance with the 
basie anti-forefgn principles of the 
Nationalist Government. Further, 
it says the boycott must be viewed 
as a state action because of the 
leading role played by the Kuomin- 
tang, which is so intimately bound 
up with the Government. 

Political. Object of Boycott. 

The boycott is declared to be in 
no sense spontaneous, but a move- 
ment which has official character, 
inspired by the Kuomintang as a 
“means of expelling foreigners 
from China, of recovering foreign 
rights and cencessions in China, or 
abolishing consular jurisdiction and 
of repudiating existing treaties.” 

Eleven Chinese boycotts are-re- 
viewed, with the statement that un- 
til 1926 boycotts were largely left 
to students, certain trade circles, or 
political agitators, while the Chi- 
nese Government assumed the role 
of spectator and did not interfere.

DISPUTE OVER WAR MEMORIAL 


Australian OChurchmen Object to 
Statae of Nude Woman, Crucified, 

SYDNEY, Australia, Sept. 30.— 
Inclusion of the statute of a 
nude woman, crucified, in the mas- 
sive Anzac war memorial being 
erected here has aroused protests 
from leading Catholic clergymen, 
The memorial is to be completed 
next summer, Its main feature is a 
group of figures entitled “The Cru- 
cifixion of Civilisation,” in which 
the woman's figure is included. 

Archbishop Kelly described the 
group as a parody and an outrage 
on religion, “blasphemous, inde- 
cent, insulting to God and to all 
Christians.” Mgr. Sheehan, Cath- 
olic coadjutor Archbishop of Syd- 
ney, announced he would not |. at- 
tend the ceremonial] laying of the 
foundations next July. Roynor 
Hoff, the sculptor, replied that the 
group depicted the “gentle figure 
of peace crucified on the war 
standard of Mars.” @he cross has 
been used as a symbol, he added, 
since the early stages of civiliza- 
tion and need not be regarded as 
Christian.
